Chem­ 
ical W arfare Service, which devised 
deadly gases for destroying men dur­ 
ing the war, is working to produce 
poisons th atjyill rid the country of 
the boll weevil and other pests. 
“ The developments of war must be 
the implements of peace,” Brigadier- 
General Amos A. Friest, chief 
of 
chemical warfare of the army, said 
in announcing the coming campaign. 
Successful chemical drives against 
rodents in 
Cuba 
recently 
predict 
equal success for extermination by 
the same means of the boll weevil 
and other agencies which are ser­ 
iously 
damaging 
the crops of the 
country. 
AYar against all manner of de­ 
structive pests will be undertaken by 
the W ar Department, of which the 
boll weevil is p erh a p s the most dan­ 
gerous to agriculture, while 
the ro­ 
llout is probably the greatest menace 
in the cities. 
At present the army is working on 
a request from Representative Philip 
D. Swing, of Imperial Valley, Cal- 
tornia, who hopes to use poison ga'' 
to exterminate the blackbird pest 
iii that community. He was told that 
the Chemical Warfare Service could 
make a poison that would kill sonic 
of the birds and drive off the oth­ 
ers, but that th«> farmers would have 
to content themselves with using tin1 
crops for food and fodder alone, as 
the chemicals would destroy the re­ 
seeding value of the fruit.
